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CHANGES IN COURSES AND METHODS OF INSTRUCTION, 

- Alabama Polytechnic Institute . — A cha; Plant Pathology has 
been established.. 

University of Alabama . — The entrance requirements have been 
raised to fourteen high-school units. 

University 'of Arizona , — Courses in elementary law have been 
introduced, but not with a view to establishing a law school. 

x University of Cobtado .— For admission to the School of Medicine, 
two years of college work in addition to a four-year high-school course, 
are required, beginning September, 1910. The same requirements 
for admission to the School of Law will go into effect September, 
1912. The Denver and Gross College of Medicine has been merged 
with the University Medical School. 

Colorado State Agricultural College . — The college course of study 
is changed from the three term to the two-semester plan. The first 
two years. in all agricultural courses are made alike, also the first 
two years in all mechanic arts or engineering course^ are made alike. 
Ten hours elective work in the junior year and twenty hours in the 
senior year are allowed in all four-year college courses. A school of 
agriculture with' a three-year course of six months each has been 
established. 

Delaware College .— Increased attention is given in the short course 
in agriculture to the preparation of students and teachers for the 
teaching of agricultural subjects in the schools of the Siate. 

University of Florida.— The College of Law has been added as a 
department of the university ^ The university has been reorganized 
into colleges in accordance with the recommendation of the Asso- 
ciation of State Universities. It now comprises the following eight 
departments: Graduate department, college of arts and sciences, 
college of agriculture, college of engineering, college of law, subcol- 
legiatC division, division of university extension, agricultural experi- 
ment station. 

Florida StattxCoUegefor Beginning with the. school year 

1913-14, the entrance requirements will be increased to fifteen high- 
schqol units. % # 
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University <^6rfor^w.— Scientific courses have been modified to 
permit additional specialized laboratory work. For new laboratory 
equipment the expenditure for the year amounted to $14,000. Chairs 
of Agricultural Chemistof and Veterinary Medicine have been estab- 
lished. The department of agricultural extension has been estab* 
fished with five men in charge of district departmental 

University of Idaho. — For the general four-year course leading to 
the degree of Bachelor of Science in Agriculture six specialized four- 
year courses are offered in agronomy, animal husbandry, dairying, 
forestry, horticulture, and agricultural education. A four-year 
bourse in dhemic^engineering leading to the degree of B. S. (Chcm. 
E.) is offered. A three-year course ill secondary agriculture has been 
organized. ! Students over-fifteen years of age, who have completed 
the eighth grade in the public schools, are eligible for entrance ,The 
course covers three terms of qix montlis each, beginning about the 
first of October and ending about the first of April. 

Purdue University , Indiana . — Entrance requirements for the 
school of pharmacy have been raised to fifteen high-school units, 
corresponding with the requirements of other departments of the 
university. * 

State University of Iowa. — Entrance to all colleges is now by ex&iffi^ 
nation or by certificate from an accredited school only. Two years 
of college work, instead of one, are now required for admission to the 
College of -Medicine. Two years of college work are now required 
for admission to the College of Homeopathic Medicine, instead of 
four years*' high-school work, as heretofore. > 

Kansas State A$r\euUurgl College. — The entrance requirements to 
the college have been raised to eight units of high-school work. The 
subfreshman departmenthas been organized as a distinct" department 
of the institution, ami industrial subjects, including agriculture and 
ahopwork for boys and domestic science and art for the girls, have 
been introduced. The collegiate courses of study have been entirely 
recast and more closely articulated with the public-school system of 
the State. Elective courses in junior atid senior years have been 
introduced sand the opportunity given for a broader range of selec- 
tions. The student now enters upon the special courses which he will 
pursue at the beginning of the freshman year.instead of at the begin- 
ning of the sophomore year, m formerly. Four new departments have 
been added to,$he college, a® follows: .Milling industry, industrial 
journalism, forestry, highway engineering. ( 

State University of Kentucky. --Tha course in the college of law has 
been extended to three years from a two-year course. 

Louisiana State University andAgricultwral and MecMnicaZCoUege.-- 
Tb© department of agricultural extension has been established and a 


farmers’, demonstration conference, or short winter course, was inau- 
gurated in January, 1910. ^ 

Massachusetts Agricultural CoUege.— In the autumn of 1909 the 
increased entrance requirements of fourteen liigh-school units / went 
into effect. A director of short courses has been placed in chaige of 
all short courses and extension work*-. 

Massachusetts Institute of Technology. — During 'the past year one 
general change has been made in the curriculum. The instruction 
given in languages for all first-year students, except those in archi- 
tecture, has been changed from a choice between intermediate French 
and intermediate German to intermediate German. In courses 
continuing the study of modem languages the. work is continued in 
(jverm&n. t For students in architecture French is studied in place of 
German* The institute continues to require both elementary French 
and German for admission. 

Michigan Agricultural College.- 7 - A course in veterinary science is 
established, to begin next year. The course wifi be 'four years in 
length, with the same requirements for admission as hre now in force 
for entrance to the other college courses, namely, fifteen high-school 
units.' 

University of Minnesota . — The minor departments of structural, 
railway, municipal, and sanitary engineering liave been consolidated 
into a single department of civil engineering, of which the dean of the 
college is the head. Some changes are made inHlie curriculum with a 
view of introducing surveying in the sophomore year and adapting the 
course so that a summer camp may be introduced in the vacation 
following the junior year. The change from the old four-year, course 
to the new five-year course is nearing completion. Classes in the old 
four-year courses will graduate in 19il and 1912, but not thereafter. 

Mississippi Agricultural and Mechanical College . — A course in rural 
engineering has been added to the department of agriculture. 

Rutgers College , New Jersey. — A four-year general science course, 
requiring fifteen points for admission, has been 'established. 

New Mexico College of Agriculture and .Mechanic Arts . — The course 
of study was reorganised at the close of the academic year 1909. The 
preparatory course was raised to the^full equivalent of a standard 
high-school course. The completion of ’a four-year preparatory course 
or its equivalent is now required for entrance to any of the college 
courses. Four industrial four-year high -school courses were intro- 
duced in agriculture, mechanics, business, and domestic science. 
Each course provides for about six units of technical work and ten ... 
unitsof regular high-school work. All these courses were in success- 
ful operation during the academic year 1910. 

University of New Mexico . — Thtfurat year of the preparatory school . 
was eliminated at the close of the academic year 1909. . 


» 

North Carolina Cod lege of Agriculture and Mechanic Arte.—' The 
teachers 1 course in agriculture has been amplified. The work course 
for agricultural students was successfully carried through this year. 
The agricultural extension work inaugurated in July, 1909, has been 
carried on with success. One new professorship has been established 
and five additional instructor* have been added to the teaching force. 

University of North Dakota . — Sixteen high-school units are now 
required for entrance to the College of Medicine and fifteen units to 
all the other colleges. The law course has been increased to three 
years. Theadegree in engineering is no longer granted at the end of 
four years'. Five years of study are now required for this degree. 
Material improvement has been made in the college courses, especially 
in economics, physics, chemistry, and engineering. 

Oklahoma Agricultural and Mechanical College , — Several instructors 
have been added to the teaching force ami extensive additions have 
been made in the science departments to improve the grade of instruc- 
tion and meet the requirements of a larger student body. Six sec- 
ondary schools oT agriculture, supported by State appropriation, have 
been' organized and placed in operation under the A. and M. college 
board of regents. Special effort has been put forth by this institu- 
tion t- Articulate the work of the high schools of the State with the 
work ^^e at the college. More than sixty high schools have been 
11 approved” during the last } T car. * 

Pennsylvania State College . — The school of liberal, arts has been 
organized, offering courses in the classics, history and political 
science, mathematics, modem languages, history and education, 
and courses preparatory to law and medicine New courses have 
been establishedjin landscape gardening,, industrial engineering, and 
architectura^>^ineering 

Rhode Istan# State College . — Admission requirements have been 
increased from eleven to thirteen high-school urilts and next year 
fourteen will - be required. Courses of study have been greatly 
strengthened. 

University of Tennessee . — Since the radical changes made in the 
charter of the institution in 1909 the university is enjoying more 
liberal support from the State. It is now receiving 7 per cent of the 
general education fund of the State. Admission requirements to 
the schools of liberal arts, law ; and medicine have been increased to 
fourteen high-school units. For admission to the schools of engineer- 
ing and agriculture twelve units are how required. It m expected 
that the latter will be iacreasedrin 1911. , 

University of Texas.— Tho entrance requirement of five college 
courses for admission to the law department went into effect in the 
fall of 19Q9 and similar requirements for admission to the department 
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of medicine becilu effective in the tell of 1910; The bureau of 
economic geology has been organized, with testing laboratory for 
'determining the commercial value of lignites, coals, days; oik, build- 
irig atones, etc. The extension department has been in Operation one 
year, 343 students having registered for correspondence courses. 

IFert Virginia University. - r Oaei more year of the preparatory 
school has been abolished. Six high-dchool units are now required 
for admission to the preparatory department' The diploma course 
• in the college of law has been abolished and the LL. B. course has 
- been changed from four to three years. These three years of woft 
may be all law or two law and one academic. A professor of sec- 
ondary education has been added to the faculty. ‘ 

GIFTS, BUILDINGS, AND IMPROVEMENTS. 


Alabama Polytechnic Institute . — The engineering building, provided 
' for by a special appropriation of $56,000,48 in course of construction. 

University -of Alabama .— A building. for the college at arts and sci- 
ences has been erected *at a cost of $100,000, additional laboratory 
equipment cost $5,000, and additions apd repairs to other buildings 
.cost $60,000. ' 

University of Arizona . — For purposes of instruction in agriculture 
a farm of 80 acres has been purchased and |iartially equipped at a 
cost of $7,483. The aggregate cost of additions to plant was $15,317. 

University of Arkansas.— A. transformer house for the' department 
of electrical engineering: has been erjected at a cost of $2,000, and the 
department of entomology has receiVed Additional equipment coeting 
$500. The total cost of additions to platit was $1 1,860. 

University of California . —Expend ituries durjng the year .for new 
buildings and additions to buildings have aggregated $455,026. This 
includes a small expenditure on Agricultural Hall which is to cost 
$200,000, an expenditure of $86,885 on the Boalt. Hall of Lawwliich is 
. to-cost $150,000, an expenditure of $231,8^7 for the university library 
building which is to cost $650,000, an expenditure of $23,937 on the 
Sather Gateway which is to cost $32,500, an expenditure of $5,089 6h 
the president’s house which is to cost $71,379, and an expenditure of 
$3,987 on the WQmerding school building which is to cost $80,000. 

There was an expenditure of 465,404 on the university farm build- 
ings, including dormitory, class rooms, laboratories, and barns, bririg- 
. ing the total expenditure for farm equipment up to $185,177 to date. 

Thp remainder of building expenditure was for printing office, experi- 
^ ment station residence, anatomy building, architectural buUding y 
annul, civil engineering building, Greek theater, hygiene and patho-, / 
logy building, infiiraary annex, Lick Observatory equipment, Museum 
of Vertebrate Zoology, fertilizer control laboratory. . 
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During the year the University of California received gifts for * 
endowment aggregating *83,620.- This included an endowment of 
*4,000 for ''the university hospital given by Mrs. Martha C. Lebus in 
pursuance of her daughter's Will. The sum of *15,000, to be known 
as the Sheffield Sanborn scholarship fund (one scholarship in medicine 
and two in law), was given by Mrs. James Horsburgh, jr. The largest . 
benefaction amounted to *56,550 in cash and rea^bstate. It is des- 
ignated as the Willard D. Thompson memorial scholarship fund, 
bequeathed by Mr$. Jennie D. Thompson, of Salt Lake City, for 
scholarships for students from Utah. 

University of Colorado . — The heating, lighting, and power plant, 
costing *85,000, and the additions to Hale Science Building, costing 
*36,000, were completed during the year. The Guggenheim Law 
Building, costing *50,000, was completed in November, 1909. The 
Macky Auditorium, to cost *300,000, is in course of erection. Work 
was begun on the addition to the science and museum building, the 
addition to cost the State *55,000. 

Colorado State Agricultural College . — The civil and irrigation engi- 
neering building was completed at a cost of *70,000. The college has 
received as a gift from Senator Guggenheim the new household arts 
building. 

Connecticut Agricultural College . — A steel water tank of 30,000 gal- 
lons capacity was erected at a cost of *4,000. A new dining hall and 
four cottages fpr members of the faculty are now under construction. 
The total cost of additions to the plant was *12,960. 

' University of Florida.-— Two new buildings, science hall and agri- 
cultural experiment station building, have been completed at a cost 
of *90,000. 

Florida State College for Women. — The new administration building 
has been completed at a cost of *100,000. Other new buildings have 
been provided for by State appropriation. 

University of Idaho. — A central heating plant, costing *16,000, has 
been erected. The permanent endowment was increased by *80,846. . 

University of Illinois.— The new laboratory of physics has been 
completed at a cost of *250,000. The building is fireproof, 178 by 
124 feet. The exterior has been developed in free Renaissance style. 

“The new national history building has been completed at a cost of 
*150,000. A new university hall, to cost *250,000, is in process of 
construction. 


Purdue University, Indiana .—^Three brick and stope buildings have 
b&pn erected: One for fann - mechanics, at a cost of *23,000, one for 
Hvenrtpc^ judging, at a cost ©1*30,000, and the other for practical! 
mechanics, including shops and* drawing rooms, at a cost of *125,000. 

Iowa State College of Agriculture and Mechanic Arts,— During the 
year expenditures on fchtee buildings amounted to *76,500: Complet- 





ing the hall of agriculture, "$14, 000; engineering Tiall anne* and 
ceramics building, $44,000; beginning domestic technology building, 
$18,500. The total cost of additions to plant was $141 ,500. 

Kansas State. Agricultural College . — A^gymnasium and armory, to 
cost $150,000, Is in-process of erection, to be completed by September, 
1911.., The total cost , of additions to plant during the year was 
$122,786. 

State University of KerUuchy^— The building for the college of mining 
engineering has been completed. This building and other improve- 
ments cost $22,471. , 

Louisiana State University and Agricultural and Mechanical Coir 
lege*: — The Alumni Memorial Hall has been finished at a total cost of 
$40,000. It is used as the administration building. A sectional iron-
